Party, albeit he is not known to be a party member* ' EOGEN was 
a personal friend of HXHMLX&, he worked in an ante-room of 
SCH£lLEKflS2W»S Berlin office and shared SCH..:iLENBERG*a private 
living quarters. He was a close friend of ObergruppenfUhrer 
POHii , who also lived with SCHELLSNBERG* EGGEH is believed to 
have used, several aliases, SGOI , MI..LE, MILLET, and Paul MULLER* 

3* SvIisL 1BK3LRG reports that EGGEli was his principal 
agent in Switzerland — our evidence tends to verify -phi a. EGGIN 
often o&rne to Switzerland under cover of a delivery agent for 
wooden barx^acks. One of his missions under this cover, involved 
his offering large stock© of industrial machines to Switzerland* 
These machines could not be token i;.to the Heduit and were being 
i;old to bulfd Nazi credit abroad. SGG.&N is believed to have had 
a permanent visa fox* Switzerland* 

4, Subject is known to have been in contact with Col. 
Roger LA 2 2 ON, chief of the Swiss Intelligence Service, vfco is now 
under investigation bj the Swiss} Paul HOLZACH, a Swiss, believed 
to be a captain in the Swiss Intelligence Service $ Ur* Paul MEIER, 
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whose pen name is Wolf SCHft&RTSNBACH, and who is also a Swiss 
intelligence officer# SGOEN is known to have been in. contact 
with Hans LAUTEIDT, SD chief for Switzerland* subuject is 
described in one report here as being a liason between' 'HIMMLER 
and certain German and Swiss agents active in the Swiss 
political sphere.
